LITTLE ROCK. — (/P) — The house 


amended Monday the Sunday blue law 
repccal bill in order to prohibit horse 
racing, clog racing, hunting and cock 
fighting on the Sabbath. 


Final action is expected later in the 


week on the bill, which was introduced 
by Representatives R. W. Griffith and 
J. C. Mitchell of Pulaski county. 


It would repeeal the 1885 statute pro- 


hibiting Sunday labov or keeping open 
stores for the sale of goods, wares and 
merchandise on Sunday. 


Without debate the house concurred 


in a senate a'mtndmont on Governor 
Bailey's 4-million-dollar cash balance 
investment bond refunding bill, com- 
pleting legislative action. Vcsey, of 
Hempstead, who staged a filibuster 
Friday to defer action on the measure, 
was out of the city Monday. 


Shortly before noon the house passed 


27 bills on one roll call without de- 
bate. It was said to be the greatest 
number ever passed in an Arkansas 
house on one roll call.

LITTLE ROCK.—(/f)—Declaring, the 


Arkansas Senate is the sole judge of 
the qualifications of its members, the 
Arkansas 'Supreme Court Monday up- 
held the right of Walter Wheatley of 
Hot Springs to serve as atste senator 
from Garland and Saline counties. 


The ruling affirmed a Pulaski cir- 


cuit ' court decision dismissing a suil 
brought by Dr. M. O. Evans, Hot 
Springs chiropractor. 


Evans sought to have Wheatley oust- 


ed froVrt office on the ground that the 
Hot Springs senator was barred be- 
cause of a 1916 conviction under the 
state's "bone dry" prohibition law. 


The lower court held that the sale oi 


intoxicants did not constitute an "in- 
famous crime" under the laws and con- 
stitution of Arkansas. The supreme 
court did not rule directly on this issue 
but based its decision on the power o 
the legislature to determine the qual 
ifications of its members.

These cases are called cases of 
psyeholgenic pain, since it is believed 
they originate in the mind. 


Particularly of this character are 


certain headaces which seem to oc- 
cur in people who are in the best 
of general health, whose nutrition 
is excellent, and who cannot be found, 
by using all of the methods of modern 
medical science, to be in any way 
diseased. 


In such instances it is sometimes

His first 
real job Was as traveling salesman 
tor a New Jersey manufacturer of 
photographic papers. 
Next, he ob' 


talned a connection as American sales 
manager for a French manufacturer 
of fine photographic plates, papers 
and motion picture film.

of the Motion Picture Sales and Dist- 
ribution Company, comprising the in- 
dependent producers.

photographic papers. 
Next, he oh'

Seizes Palace After Presi- 


dent Leaves—Slain by 


Loyal Troops 


LIMA, Peru — (£")•— Gen. Antonio 


Rodriguez, taking advantage , of the 
absence of President Behavidesj seiz- 
ed the government palace about 2 a. 
m. Sunday in an attempted overthrow 
of the government, and was killed. 


General Rodriguez', minister of gov- 


ernment and interior since 1935, es- 
corted the president to the pier at 
Callao, Lima's port, Saturday night 
when Benavides and a party of gov- 
ernment ministers boarded the naval 
transport, Rimac, for a'three-day hol- 
iday. He embraced the president, ex- 
pressed wishes that he would have a 
happy holiday, and bode him fare- 
well. 


After seizing the palace, Rodriguez 


proclaimed himself head of the gov- 
ernment an dissued two manifestos, 
one addressed to the nation and the 
other to tfte armed forces, in which he 
explained his far-reaching measures to 
replace the Benavides administration. 
The city, unsuspecting what was going 
on at the palace, was celebrating a 
carnival.

A reliable source said the 
at- 


tempted coup occurred this way: 


Roddiguez, who in the absence of 
he president at his palace at Laperla 
ometimes slept at the governmental 
palace in his capacity of minister of 
he mterior which has command of po- 
ice, arrived at the governmental pal- 
ace about 2 a. m.

He ordered Captain Ismides, chief 


of the machine gun section quartered 
at the palace, to report to him, and 
old him that he (Rodriguez was as-

der to hand over command of the ma- 
chine gun section to a new chief, 1s- 
modes climbed to the .observation tow- 
er,' but not until after telephoning 
presidential quarters at Laperla.

aimed machine guns at the palance 
entrance. 


Benavides' aides then took measures 


to counteract the coup by starting 
troops from their barracks for the 
palace. First to arrive was a unit o. 
troops headed by Sergt, Major Rizo 
Patron, who entered the palace.

formed Rodriguez, 


Rodriguez explained that he wai

executive because Benavidei 


was sailing for Europe.

Cardinal Mnjfllonc 


. brilliant diplomatic career pre-

Cardinal Maglione In 1935. He was

'ontificial Gregorian University, he 
lad served in the secretariat of Extra- 
•rdinary Ecclesiastical Affairs, after 
which he had been sent to Switzerland

Monsigtior 
Maglione signed with Premier Briand

Cardinal Dole! 


Only 32 years old when he was 


named Bishop of Gubbio in 1899, An- 
gclo Maria Cardinal Dolci has served 
in both pastoral ministry and diplom- 
acy. 
His greatest renown was won by 


his services in the years of the World 
War as Apostolic Delegate in Con- 
stantinople. His charily work so im- 
pressed the government that a monu- 
ment to Pope Benedict XV was raised 
in TurkeyX, land of different rnce and 
religion. When Piux 'XI sought a 
diplomat to effect a concordat between 
Rumania and the Holy See, his choice 
iell upon Dolci, now Archbishop of 
Amalfi.

Pope Pius X 
called him to Rome in 1914 and ap- 
pointed him Assessor of the Consistor- 
ial Congregation, in which office he 
directed the conclave which elected 
Pope Benedict XV. He was created 
a Cardinal in 1961 and named Chnn- 
cellor in 1933.

Cardinal Plzzardo 


Giuseppe Cardinal Plzznrdo was 


born in Savona, Italy, in 1877. He 
was ordained in 1903, appointed sec- 
retary to the Nuncio of Bavaria in 
1909. 
In February, 1922, Pope Pius XI 


confirmed him as Substitute of the 
Secretarial of State. Monsignor Piz- 
zardo was later called as Secretary 
of Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs. 
On March 28, 1930, the Pope raised him 
to the titular Archicpiscopal church 
of Cirro, fro mwhich he passed, a 
month Inter, to that of Nicea. Since 
1921, 
the name of Pizzardo has been 


linked with many great church events 
through his collaboration with other 
officials and his filial devotion to the 
late pontiff. He has executed much 
of the reorganization of Catholic ac- 
tion in Italy and has published,docu- 
ments designed to further worldwide 
church activity.
